MONG). OT Mr. GS ind Mr. (OCOMO ea wecommitted the offenses of 
Murder and Criminal Conspiracy, when they conspired to beat Mr KHALAF and subsequently 
carried out the plan. Consequently, Mr KHALAF was beat and killed due to his compliance and 
overall friendly demeanor to the US Guard Force. An autopsy conducted by the Armed Forces 
Institute of Pathology, Office of the Armed Forces Medical Examiner (AFME) revealed Mr. 
KHALAF died as a result of blunt force trauma and asphyxia from smothering. The AFME 
listed the manner of death as homicide. The results of this investigation are consistent with the 
findings of the AFME.

At 0420 hrs, 13 Nov 07, I arrived on scene at CP 4 and found RG aying 
on a detainee sleeping mat on the South side of the Tent 4 sally port. The detainee appeared to be intubated and 2 medics were administering CPR. I 
observed a thin ribbon of yellow fabric laying on the ground near the detainee's left foot. I collected it as evidence at 0420 hrs and placed it in a plastic 
bag. I also observed a piece of white material tightly tied around the detainee's left leg about 2" below his knee. There were several abrasions on the 
detainee's legs between his knees and his ankles. J did not observe any other injuries at that time because the medics were performing CPR. At 0428 
hrs, GUGEDE was strapped to a stretcher and transported to the 31st CSH. While the medics were performing CPR, I then directed the guard force 
to get the other detainees together. The guards had the detainees go to the southeast corner of the zone outside of the acutal tent. 2 guards covered the 
detainees from the rear mainstreet (SHU Mainstreet). After SURREAL as transported out of the area, I told the guards to preparc to evacuate the 
remaining detainees from the tent area. The first 10 detainees were escorted from the tent area into the mainstreet and searched. I directed the guard 
force to look for blood stained clothing, torn fabric, and injuries, At 0432 hrs, I observed UMMM with red stains on his pants.

DEATH SCENE EXAMINATION: About 0800, 13 Nov 07, SA and SA 


(b)(6), DTNC) 
conducted a 


death scene examination of Tent 4 Compound 4, Camp Remembrance JI, Theater Internment Facility (TIF), 
Camp Cropper, Iraq APO AE 09342 (CCIZ). 


Characteristics of Scene: Camp Remembrance II was a TIF which housed male detainees of all ages. 
Compound 4 housed local national adults, all interred juveniles and a Special Holding Unit (SHU). 
Compound 4 was located on the Northeast corner of the TIF. It was comprised of 12 sub-compounds referred 
to as Tents 1, 2, 3,..ect. Tent 4 was the third tent compound from the main compound entrance, located along 
the Western fence line which separated the tents from the SHU. The tent was green in color, canvass type 
construction which was utilized as the living areas for Internees housed in Compound 4. Each tent was 
separated by an approximate 12 foot high fence. The fence surrounded all four sides of the tent. Along the 
top of the fence and on the ground between the tent and the fence were 5 strands of concertina wire stacked on 
itself to prevent the detainees from climbing the fence. A water closet (WC) was located in the Northwest 
comer of the Tent 4 compound. Along the Western fence moving south was a bunker. The bunker was grey 
in color, concrete type construction shaped as a large “n”. The opening to the bunker faced the north and 
south fence. The bunker was used as an area to wash clothes. In the Southwest corer of the fence, along the 
western fence, was a sally port which was used by TIF Guards to bring trash out, let food in, and conduct 
other maintenance functions as needed. The Sally Port was the only Entrance/ Exit (E/ E) point for the Tent 4 
area. The tent sat approximately centered in the compound and ran east to west, with a tent opening facing 
the west fence and a tent opening facing the east fence. The tent was set on top of a concrete pad 
approximately 6” high. The tent was a standard military issue General Purpose (GP) medium tent. The tent 
was made of canvas type material tied down to metal support beams by rope. The rope was then anchored to 
the beams and tightened by a dark green in color lever made of solid plastic material. Between the tent and 
the bunker on the west fence, located at the northwestern corner of the tent was an A/C unit supported by four 
metal legs approximately 10 feet high. The A/C unit was silver and white in color and metal type constructed. 
There were two silver in color, plastic and aluminum type construction hoses, approximately 18” in diameter 
attached to the back of the A/C unit. One hose ran in to the top of the tent the other hose ran down to end at 
the base of the A/C unit on the ground. There was another bunker similar to the first, located in the northeast 
corner of the compound adjacent the tents northeast corner. The interior of the tent was filled with detainee 
personal items and approximately 40 sleeping mats with varied personal items strewn about the tent. The tent 
was used to house 48 detainees. 


Conditions of Scene: The walkway and common area inside and around the tent were made of concrete and in 
dusty and dirty condition. There were no discernable foot or sandal impressions. There were two sleeping 
mats with personal items lying along the tents western wall, on the outside of the tent. There were another 
two sleeping mats set inside of the northeast bunker with personal items lying on top of them. There was a 
black, red and green, cloth type construction, blanket lying on top of the northeast bunker. There were other 
personal items set in and around the exterior of the tent. Draped on the metal support stands for the A/C unit

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were several pieces of detainee clothing, to include pants, underwear and t-shirts. There was a plastic trash 
bag tied to the southeastern leg of the A/C unit. Inside of the trash bag was several pieces of detainee 
clothing. Located between the WC and the west bunker was 5 large buckets filled to the very top with water. 
Located at the northwest corner of the west bunker was a red in color, plastic type construction bowl, 
approximately 15” in diameter. Contained inside of the bowl was several pieces of detainee clothing with 
what appeared to be blood on them. Next to the southeastern portion of the bunker was a large green in color, 
plastic type construction container, which appeared to hold more water. The tent and compound were in dirty 
condition and strewn with various detainee personal items to include several sandals and footwear strewn in 
and along the concertina wire. There was trash along several places in the compound. The sally port 
contained a sleeping mat, black in color, cloth type construction. The mat was located along the southern 
fence line inside the sally port with its side adjacent the south fence. Along the western portion of the mat 
located as what was described as the head of the mat was what appeared to be rice and other food products. - 
The items were reported to have been expelled from the victim during life saving measures. This is the 
location the other detainees brought the victim when stated the victim was sick. 


Environmental Conditions: At the time of the death scene examination it was morning and the outside 
temperature was approximately 70 degrees Fahrenheit. The sky appeared clear with no clouds. There was no 
discernable wind. The ground, structure, equipment, and items were all dry. 


Factors Pertinent to Entry/Exit: Access to Camp Remembrance II was restricted to authorized personnel and 
Interned local nationals. The death scene area Tent 4 could be accessed by any TIF Guard and Internees 
within the Tent 4 area. The sally port was locked at all times to prevent detainees from escaping. 


Scene Documentation: A death scene sketch were prepared by ss a es cosed 
photographs of the death scene using a Nikon Coolpix 5900 digital camera. 


Search for Latent Print Impressions: There were no items of evidence were identified as possibly containing 
latent prints. A search of the interior of the tent using an ALS light was conducted which resulted in nothing 
of evidentiary value. 


Collection of Crime Scene Evidence: 

e About 0905, 13 Nov 07, SAMMEEPOllected as evidence two pair of pants from a trash bag located at the 
southeastern leg of the A/C unit, annotated on a DA Form 4137, Evidence/Property Custody Document 
(EPCD) Voucher (VO) 984 07. 


e About 0940, 13 Nov 07. S AMR collected as evidence one pair of pants from a plastic bowl located at 
the northwest corner of the west bunker on an EPCD, VO 0984 07. 
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Search Beyond the Scene: A search beyond the scene for items of evidentiary value met with the following 
results: The detainees were moved from tent 4, compound 4 to a holding area located at the main entrance to 
compound 4. While the detainees were awaiting hand and feet check, a detainee was observed attempting to 
hide a t-shirt he had been wearing. A search of the holding area revealed a t-shirt under a blanket near the 
western fence line. The t-shirt was collected as evidence on an EPCD, VO 0984 07. No other items of

1 am the chief for all of Compound Four (4) which is comprised of 13 tents. Tent #1 is where I reside 
along with nine other Chief Assistants (Staff). Tent #2 houses juveniles, in it there are some who are 
referred to as TAKFIRI, there are about four of them in particular. Tent #3 houses juveniles, some are 
TAKFIRIS as well. There are several Tents, in Compound Four that house Arab Nationals (non-Iraqis) 
from countries such as Saudi Arabia, Syria, Libya, and some other Arab countries; these would be 
Tents #6, #7. And there is Tent #8 referred to as the “Execution Tent” [meaning everyone in it is on 
death row] which houses both Iraqis and Arab Nationals. 

Tent # 5 is called the “Protection Tent”, which houses detainees such as the Iraqi Police (IP’s), Iraqi 
National Guards (ING’s) and the sort. Tent #10, Tent #11, and Tent 12 house the SHI’A juveniles. 
Also in our Camp there is Tent #13, which houses all the injured and disabled. 


First let’s start with Tent #2, There are four guys, known to be very bad, identified as detainees with 
a the fourth is named fill but I don’t see his picture in the photo 

array. | will provide the information on him (meanings soon as I can get it (witness indicated 
that he has th ritten in his notebook back in his Tent). These guys receive instructions and/or 
orders from Tent # 6, 7 and 8. The latter consider themselves the hierarchy in the compound and the 
Presiding Legal Council over all (i.e. Sharee’a Court). They decide the fate of each detainee accused of 


committing a crime. For example, a guy might be sentenced to 40 lashes for engaging in or soliciting 
homosexual acts, or 80 lashes for being an “infidel”, someone not adhering to Islamic Law, and so on. 


Some of the orders come from Tent # 6, specifically from a detainee known as and from 
CCC @alcevof Tent # 8. And whenever I go with the Guards to conduct a search thru the tents, 
quite often we find rock notes (messages) tucked away (hidden). 

These would contain messages and propaganda to provoke, agitate and stimulate the juveniles. They 
teach them extremism, to spy and tell on anyone who cooperates with the American Guards and pass 
information back and forth on who is who, and who is doing what. For example, IP’s and ING’s. I, for 
one, am considered to be an infidel; therefore, they have the right to issue a death warrant for me, just 
because I am a chief and deal with the Americans all the time. 


We didn’t quite know the details of the incident that occurred in Tent #4, which was sometime after 
2:00 a.m., not until the next morning when we heard the Guards. I and one other guy went outside, as 
we were distributing breakfast. Tent # 4 detainees came passing by our Tent, we heard guys from Tent 
#2 juveniles calling out to ae he looked back at them with the “what 
now?” expression on his face, telling him to go ahead in God’s Speed [meaning not to worry, to leave it 
up to God]. 
When Tent #4 juveniles were in the adjacent Yard I called ‘oll unofficial chief of the Tent, I 
asked him what had happened. He stated that a guy in his tent, by the name of LAITH, had been 
beaten in a previous Compound and that he got sick.

INTERNAL EXAMINATION 


HEAD AND CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM: 

The galeal and subgaleal soft tissues of the scalp are free of injury. There are no skull 
fractures. The dura mater is intact with no evidence of hemorrhage. The leptomeninges 
are thin and delicate. Clear cerebrospinal fluid surrounds the 1340 gm brain, which has 
unremarkable gyri and sulci. The cerebral hemispheres are symmetrical and the 
structures at the base of the brain, including the cranial nerves and blood vessels are 
intact. Coronal sections demonstrate sharp demarcation between white and gray matter, 
without hemorrhage or contusive injury. The ventricles are not enlarged. The basal 
ganglia, brainstem, and cerebellum are free of injury or other abnormalities. The atlanto- 
occipital joint is stable. The spinal cord is unremarkable. 


NECK: 

Layer-wise dissection of the neck reveals that the anterior strap muscles are homogenous 
and red-brown, without hemorrhage. The thyroid cartilage and hyoid are intact. The 
larynx is lined by intact white mucosa. The thyroid gland is symmetric and red-brown, 
without cystic or nodular change. The parathyroid glands are not identified. The major 
vessels of the neck are intact. The tongue is free of bite marks, hemorrhage, or other 
injuries. 


Incision and dissection of the posterior neck demonstrates no deep paracervical muscular 
injury and no cervical spine fractures. 


BODY CAVITIES: 
The ribs, sternum, and vertebral bodies are visibly and palpably intact. No excess fluid is 


in the pleural, pericardial, or peritoneal cavities. The organs occupy their usual anatomic 
positions. 


MUSCULOSKELETAL: 
(See Evidence of Injury) 


No non-traumatic abnormalities of the muscles or bones of the appendicular and axial 
skeletons are identified. 


RESPIRATORY SYSTEM: 

The airways are clear of debris and foreign material and the mucosal surfaces are smooth, 
yellow-tan, and unremarkable. The right and left lungs weigh 500 and 420 gm, 
respectively. The external surfaces are smooth and deep red-purple. The pulmonary 
parenchyma is diffusely congested and edematous. No mass lesions or areas of 
consolidation are present. The pulmonary arteries are normally developed and patent.

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM: ; 

The 360 gm heart is contained in an intact pericardial sac. The epicardial surface is 
smooth, with minimal fat investment. The coronary arteries are unremarkable in 
distribution, with a right-dominant pattern. Cross sections of the vessels show no luminal 
narrowing. The myocardium is homogenous, red-brown, and firm. The valve leaflets are 
thin and mobile. The walls of the left ventricle, interventricular septum, and right 
ventricle are 1.4, 1.5. and 0.4-cm thick, respectively. The endocardium is smooth and 
glistening. The aorta gives rise to three intact and patent arch vessels. The renal, 
mesenteric, and iliac vessels as well as the venae cavae are unremarkable. 


HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM: 

The 1150 gm liver has an intact, smooth capsule and a sharp anterior border. The 
parenchyma is tan-brown and congested, with unremarkable lobular architecture. No 
mass lesions or other non-traumatic abnormalities are seen. The gallbladder contains a 
minute amount of green-black bile and no stones. The mucosal surface is green and 


velvety. 


LYMPHORETICULAR SYSTEM: 

The 210 gm spleen has a smooth, intact, red-purple capsule. The parenchyma is maroon 
and congested, with distinct Malpighian corpuscles. Lymph nodes in the hilar, periaortic, 
and iliac regions are unremarkable. Residual thymus is present in the anterior 
mediastinum. 


ENDOCRINE SYSTEM: 

The pituitary gland is unremarkable. The thyroid gland has been described (see NECK, 
above). The right and left adrenal glands are symmetric, with bright yellow cortices and 
red-brown medullae. No masses or areas of hemorrhage are identified. 


GENITOURINARY SYSTEM: 

The right and left kidneys weigh 90 and 100 gm, respectively. The external surfaces are 
intact and smooth. The cut surfaces are red-tan and congested, with uniformly thick 
cortices and sharp corticomedullary junctions, The pelves and ureters are unremarkable. 
White bladder mucosa overlies an intact bladder wall. The bladder is empty. The 
prostate has lobular, yellow-tan parenchyma and is not enlarged. The seminal vesicles 
are unremarkable. The testes are free of mass lesions, contusions, or other abnormalities. 


GASTROINTESTINAL TRACT: 

The esophagus is intact and lined by smooth, gray-white mucosa. The stomach contains 
approximately 150 ml of mixed solids and fluids. The gastric wall is intact. The 
duodenum, distal loops of intestine, and colon are unremarkable. The pancreas is firm 
and yellow-tan, with lobular architecture. No mass lesions or other abnormalities are 
seen. The appendix is present.

This detainee, Layith Husayn Khalaf Al Fahadawi, died of asphyxia from smothering. 
Abrasions around the mouth suggest forceful covering of the airways to prevent adequate 
respirations.

He liked and respected me very much, 
and had no problems with anyone. Later, we were transferred to Compound (4) four, in tent # 
4, The crime/murder took place sometime in the following ten days or so. The morning, of the 
incident, started just as any other typical day; we were awakened for the early morning Head 
Count, had our breakfast and the day continued just like any other normal day. LAITH and I 
had dinner together that night. I, then, attended the evening prayers, separating from him for 
the rest of the night. I went to bed early, before the lights were cut out. It must have been in 
the middle of the night, sometime; I woke up to strange noises, screams. I opened my eyes and 
I saw six or seven guys, faces covered with towels; they ordered us to cover our heads and we 
could not look to see what was happening.

LAITH and I were friends and Chiefs in Compound 3C for approximately two months. We 
used to cooperate with the Americans, by giving them juvenile ISN numbers of all those 
detainees who caused problems, and threatened others in the Camp. Once, LAITH and I were 
reporting ISN #s of some trouble makers to the American Guards, when one of the guys was 
sleeping outside in the Yard. I don’t know his name only that his last three numbers were [iil 
We came to find out that he was the one who reported us to the others, about snitching to the 
Americans. Shortly, thereafter, I was transferred to Compound 3A. One night, while sleeping 
in Building One, a bunch of guys (4 or 5) came over, faces masked, lashed me eight times and 
accused me of giving information to the Americans. The same thing, as far as I know, 
happened to LAITH; when he was in the Tents in Compound 3. I came over to Compound 
Four, Tent Four, a few days before LAITH’s incident. LAITH came to Tent Four a couple of 
days after I did; maybe a day or two before the incident. After dinner and the evening Head 
Count, I went to sleep in the Bunker. I would like to add, before going any further, upon 
arrival to Tent Four I had a feeling we were going to get a beating, because of all the 
accusations/threats we had received from Tent Two and Three. The night of LAITH’s incident 
(LAITH’s death) I slept in the rear Bunker. RAS was the closest one sleeping 
next to me. We were sleeping, I woke up to the sound of thumping (beating); I went inside the 
Tent through the rear entrance, two guys masked with white flannel shirts, ordered me to get 
down and one of them kicked me in my back; I asked him why he did that, and I told him that 
it was me (RY so they left me alone.
